With respect to claim 1 , Applicant asserts that Hong '968 teaches the floating gate surrounding the control gate. 
However, the limitations of the claim fail to exclude that. The claim only calls for floating gate on both sides of the 
control gate and lower than the height of the control gate. 

With respect to claim 55, Applicant also asserts that the floating gate of Hong '232 are connecting. However, as the 
previous claim, claim 55 only calls for floating on both side of the control gate. 

With respect to the finality of the Office Action, Applicant asserts that two new references were applied, thus the 
finality is improper. However, Applicant has acknowledged that the previous amendment has introduce new issues, 
the scope of the claims have been changed, thus, the finality is proper. 
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
